"In cases of neglect of duties of any 


kind, imprudent conduct, indulging 
sinful tempers or words, the buying, 
selling or using intoxicating liquors as 
a beverage, signing petitions in favor 
of granting license for the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors, becoming bondsmen 
for persons engaged in such 
traffic, 


renting property as a place in which to 
manufacture 
or 
sell 
intoxicating 


liquors, dancing, playing at games of 
chance, attending theaters, horse races, 
circuses, dancing parties, or patroniz- 
ing dancing schools, or taking such of 
the amusements as use obviously of 
misleading or questionable moral ten- 
dency, or disobedience to the order or 
discipline of the church, 
first, 
let 


private reproof bo given by a preacher 
or leader, and if there be acknowledg- 
ment of the fault, and proper liumiliu- 
tiou, then person may be borne with. 
In a second offense the preacher or 
leader may take one or two discreet 
members of the church. 
On a third 


offense let him be brought to trial, and 
if found guilty and there be ho sign of

Reds!" 
This called for a Bedlam of 


hisses, and the banner was torn, down 
and carried away. 
No altercation oc- 


curred, however, and even in this, the 
only demonstration of rivalry, good 
humor prevailed. 


After this the car started again for 


the Offuere street switch, and the inci- 
dents of the first trip were repeated, 
except that at the corner of Second and 
Chillicothe streets, where the meat- 
market of Mr. T. B. Blake, the father 
of our base ball hero, is located, a stop 
was made, and the illustrious father of 
an illustrious sou was taken from the 
shop, carried to the train and put 
aboard, after which the run was made.

voters as it is to Mr. McKinley him- 
self. 
The provisions of the Discipline 


quoted are not the mere casual deliv- 
erance of a mass convention of the 
church. 
They are an authoritive com- 


mandment for the government of the 
individual church members, and to ig- 
nore them can not be considered alight 
or laughable matter. 


It is perfectly plain from the situa- 


tion that a vote for McKinley is to in- 
dorse contempt of the Discipline of the 
Methodist church, regarding its im- 
portant attitude toward the 
liquor 


traffic.

Temps from Constantinople says that 
M. Cambon, the French ambassador, 
has informed his colleagues that during- 
his audience with the sultan on Fri- 
day last, he acquainted his majesty 
with

anarchy 
in 


Constantinople is causing in Europe. 
He declared that a repetition of the dis- 
order would lead Europe to intervene 
in consequence of the danger to which 
foreigners would be exposed. 
He ad- 


vised the sultan to exercise clemency 
to bring about the pacification of the 
Armenians and to differentiate the 
peaceful masses from the revolutionary 
element. 


M. Cambon further stated that he 


had demanded the release of thousands 
of innocent persons who were in pris- 
on, the convoking of the Armenian as- 
sembly for the election of a patriarch 
and the execution of the reforms that 
had been promised by his majesty. 
II 


is stated that the Sultan promised to 
convoke the assembly and to extend 
the promised reforms to the whole em- 
pire. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 39.—Thcporte 


has issued a statement rejoicing at the 
apparent reaction in some of the Lon- 
don newspapers against the excessive 
anti-sultan agitation in Great Britain, 
whicli it declares is ansiverable for the 
terror in Constantinople, the foreign 
residents naturally fearing the wrath 
of the Musselraans at the insults at the 
sultan, uttered by the speakers at the 
public meetings and by the journals of 
England. The statement continues: 
.!_, "Despite their organized agitation, 
vituperation and clamorous provoca- 
tion emanating from London that the 
porte has succeeded by dint of energy 
and watchfulness in proving to Europe 
that the alarm of its English insulters 
Ss unfounded.

DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 29.—At the af- 


ternoon's session of the International 
Cigarmakers' union President Perkins 
read his report, which was an exhaust- 
ive one. The report shows that the 
cigar trade has not materially im- 
proved, although there has been a 
slight increase in the output. 
The to- 


tal amount of wages paid out per year 
is 841,767,989 and the value of the pro- 
duct is §129,193,275. 


During the past three years the re- 


ceipts of the international officers were 
SS7,111, and the expenses 885,572, leav- 
ing a balance of 81,539 in the treasury. 
The larger items of the expense were 
salaries of clerks, organizers, label 
agitators and printing of the Journal 
and annual reports. 


Since the last report the internation- 


al union had 458 difficulties to adjust, 
which involved 7,174 members 
and 


5,412 nonuiiionists. One hundred and 
seventy-nine of these were adjusted 
successfully, IS compromised, 20 de- 
clared off, S7 disapproved and 44 are 
still in progress. 


Of the remainder 51 were lost out- 


right, in 18 the cause removed, and, 40 
were ended by members obtaining em- 
ployment elsewhere. 
The strike ex- 


pense during this period was §113,401. 
President Perkins advocates an in- 
crease in dues of five cents per week, 
which would add nearly §75,000 to the 
yearly income, and also advocates a 
federation of labor unions which shall 
recognize the autonomy of each com- 
ponent part, and also an eight-hour 
doy, with a Saturday holiday, or a six- 
hour day without the holiday.
